KOME, Slarch 13.—Italy's sky is dicided- 


ly bright and high hopes are filling the 
nation. 
It seems the passing troubles 


were but the dark hour before the dawn. 
The conferences lately held between Min- 
ister Di Rndini,Duke Sermoneta and King 
Humbert, and the constant exchange of 
telegraphic messages between Borne and 
Berlin, coincident with the meetings at 
Berlin of the Austrian and Italian minist- 
ers with the German foreign minister and 
German Imperial chancellor, supplement- 
ed by an audience with Emperor William, 
it 13 believed have produced a healthier 
state of affairs in all Europe. 


The Emperors Francis Joseph and Wil- 


liam are praised for this result. Now that 
the crisis is oner it is admitted that King 
Humbert was at one time face to face with 
the possibility of outbreak serious enough 
to develop almost anything. To cap the 
climax comes the pleasant report that the 
Emperors of Austria and Germany and 
King Humbert will meet at Genoa in a 
few days and with a series of brilliant 
fetes mark the renewal of the ties which 
compose the dreibund. 


This, it is believed, demonstrates that 


Italy instead of being friendless and on 
the verge of bankruptcy and encumbered 
with a tottering throne, is earnestly sup- 
ported by Germany and Austria and would 
be backed by Great Britain in any great 
emergency. The British squadron will be 
ordered to Genoa at the time of the meet- 
ing of tbe monarchs to emphasize British 
sympathy. It is added that Great Britain 
previously took steps to order an advance 
up the Nile towars Dongola to act as a 
diversion and prevent theconcantration of 
forces against the Italians.

DR. D'AVIGNON'S WILL. 


The Testator Believed to Hove Been or 


Unsound Mind. 


There was published in THE TRANSCRIPT 


a few months ago an account of the death, 
atl«eadvilie, Col., of Dr. F. F. D'Avignou, 
Formerly of North Adams and very well 
remembered here. It will be recalled that 
the doctor had been in bad condition for 
a, long time and that his death was caused 
by an overdose of morphine. The doctor 
was so well known here that there will be 
local interest in bis will, which was re- 
cently submitted for probate. The follow- 
ing notice appeared in the Denver Daily 
News of March 4: 


"In the county court Judge Krell re- 


fosed to allow the wiU of the late Dr. 
Frederick P. D'Avignon to be probated, 
on the ground that he was not of Bound 
disposing mind when the will was execut- 
ed. There was no contest made—as to the 
provisions of the will, the only question 
raised being us to tbe mental condition of 
Dr. D'Avignon at the time that he drew 
up the document. The will is in a way a 
sensational one. 
It covers six pages of 


legal-cap paper, closely written, but con- 
tains so many repetitions and denials that 
it is impossible to ascertain from it what 
were the doctor's intentions with regard 
to the disposition of his property. One 
thing is plain, though, he intended to pro- 
vide for a certain Mrs. Virginia E. Robb 
of Denver, of whom he writes: 'Mi's. 
Robb has been all, all to me, and in re- 
membering her, as I do, in my will and 
testament, I am only discharging a most 
.saored duty, only fulfilling solemn prom- 
ises.' " 


"The will is dated March 16, 1894, is 


written in the doctor's own handwriting 
and witnessed by Frank W. Divers, John 
A. Ewingand Albert Trego. It specifies 
that his wife, Mrs. Georgiana F. D'Avig- 
non, is to have one-half of his estate, but, 
the division is not to be made until all his 
debts and legal obligations and a life in- 
surance of $10,000 baa been paid to Mrs. 
Robb. Hig brothers and sisters are also 
remembered in the will, but all is in so in- 
coherent a manner that it is impossible to 
know what each is to have. 
It is ex 


pressed as a wish that his wife be given 
530,000, that the income may be the same 
as that which she has been accustomed to 
receive, and that if the one-half of his 
property does not equal this sum, after 
other obligations are paid, that Mrs. 
Robb, who is also to receive an interest In 
the Orion mine, a property of which the 
doctor was part owner, will assist in mak- 
ing up tbe sum to Mrs. D'Avignon. 


"In the hearing before Judge Krell, the 


witnesses to the will say that they did not 
consider that Dr. D'Avignon was of sound 
mind when he signed the instrument ant 
it was upon this testimony, together with 
the strange wording of the will, that the 
case was decided."

••The Spirit lu I.llprature and Life.' 


A series of lectures delivered at Iowa 


College in 1894 by the Rev. John Patterson 
Coyle, has been published under the title 
of "The Spirit in Literature and Life. 
Dr. Coyle was, it will be remembered, pas- 
tor ol the First Congregational Church at 
Denver when, last year, his untimely 
death occurred. He had prepared these 
lectures for the press before his death, but 
did not live to see them published. He 
humbly stated in his preface that he hoped 
his lectures might be read by some true 
scholars, but that be would draw at least 
one of the stings of criticism by saying in 
advance that "they do not bring to their 
subject a scholarship worthy of it." How- 
ever, any one who reads these lectures can 
not but be impressed by the breadth of the 
author's scholarship, his deep sympathy 
with his subject, and the skill and fluency 
with which he presents it. He undertakes 
to examine by the scientific method the 
spirit that has been and is in Christianity. 
He goes back to a study of the spirit that 
animated Hebraism, and showes the con- 
nection between the forces that were man- 
ifested in it and their more perfect expres- 
sion it the Messiah. 


Dr. Coyle makes many 
distinctions 


which are new, and while he is rich in 
citation and allusion, he thrashes out no 
old straw. He holds primarily that "the 
distinction between tha spirit of Jesus and 
Jesus himself is as fundamental and im- 
portant as their identity." They are, he 
says further, "historically and numerical- 
ly, two facts, subjects of more or less in- 
dependent investigation." This book is a 
study of the Christ-spirit as a fact in it- 
self—a pure phenomenon. Although the 
author never approaches sensationalism, 
he occasionally makes a startling state- 
ment. He believes, for instance, that the 
world is densely populated with phenome- 
nal spirits, which are doing a good part of 
its work, and are mustering to fi^ht 
hencefortn its greatest battles. The cause 
of the present armed neutrality of the 
great powers lies in the fact that they are 
held in check by the impeiial authority 
of these spiritual forces. Hereafter, the 
great contests are not to be those of flesh 
] 


and blood, but of spiritual hosts in the 
higher regions. 
Among the 
spiritual j 


phenomena of historical importance at 
this time are to be found the spirit of 
brotherhood, and, somewhat counterpois- 
ing this, new national spirits. In other 
words there is a zeit-geist, and there are 
many anti-zeit-geibts—reactionary spirits- 
resisting the zeit-geist with all their 
power. 
Of the same class with these 


spirits, ye t stronger than all, is the Christ 
Spirit. This, Dr. Coyle otherwise states, 
is the "spirit of the ages" measuring itself j 
up with the spirit of th e age. 


Spirit of the A«;e. 


This spirit of the age, Dr. Coyle con- 


tinues, is a speciific force, as electricity is, 
and, like the latter, is not transformed 
into other modes unless it finds obstacles 
to its transmission in kind, and then it is 
likely to leave some marks of itself upon 
the new phenomena which it produces. A 
spiritual phenomenon is essentially a social 
phenomenon. Dr. Coyle insists that relig- 
ion is not a matter of individual concern, 
that "even when one enters alone into the 
presence of God, if it is a spiritual ap- 
proach, it brings him into social relation- 
ship, and if he be without the true social 
nature, he can not so enter." Spiritual 
worsbip is not possible unless God be 
conceived of as a social being. 


Dr. Coyle applies his theory of the de- 


velopment of the Christ spirit to the his- 
tory of the Hebrews. This is one of the 
most interesting portions of his book. He 
holds that while the purpose of the Mo- 
saic law was religious, its spirit was hu- 
manitarian, and the Mosaic movement 
marked, moreover, a breaking away from 
the esoteric principle which kept the high- 
er faith of that age the exclusive proper- 
ty of the few. 


In linking the Old and New Teatment 


records together, Dr. Coyle makes an in- 
teresting suggestion touching the spiritu- 
al nature of Christ. While, in respect to 
his main idea, others have reached many 
of Dr. Coyle's conclusions, many of the 
paths which he himself traverses are now. 
He makes much of what he designates as 
"the messianic remnant," meaning by the 
phrase to distinguish an inner circla where 
were betas converged through many years 
the life iorces of the Hebrew races. Of 
the expression of the spirit represented in 
this remnant in the person of Christ, he 
says: 


Most Extraordinary Mnn. 


"This remnant gave birth to tbe most 


extraordinary man the world has known. 
Since it is almost a law that the mothers 
of remarkable men should be remarkable, 


the presumption is that the mother of 
Jcius was a woman of no ordinary en- 
dowments. Now, if it be true, as it ad- 
mittedly is, that the thing her son has 
done for the world is to bring to its cul- 
mination the work of the Hebrew spirit, 
and by identifying it with his own, to 
:-end It forth as a world force, a pre- I 
sumption arises that that which was ex- | 
traordiiiary about this woman had to do j 
with a peculiar responsiveness—in her 
woman's way—to the specific activities of 
the spirit. The Hebrew spirit was that of 
the Hebrew religion as well as of the He- 
brew nation and history and literature. 
It was therefore the spirit of the Hebrew 
GodofJehova. To the woman's nature 
always religiously inclined, that spirit 
•would stand less for the specific energy 
of the national life than for that of the 
national God; it would be the spirit of 
Jehovn, the divine or holy spirit. The pre- 
sumption, therefore, is strong not only 
that the Hebrew spirit, but that that spirit 
in its religious form, as the spirit of the 
Hebrew God. played some important part 
in the atite-natel history of Jesus." 


The flirisl Spirit. 


We can not here follow the author's dis- 


cussion of the life and work of Christ and 
His apostles, but it is of interest to note 
the application of his idea of the Christ- 
Spirit to the present. He believes that tlii 
spirit is quickening the consciousness of 
Christendom as never before. The ehurch 
itself is finding new ways of expending its 
energies. Common honesty is far less un- 
common than it once was. He explains 
apparent exceptions to this hopeful view 
For instance, he says that in new busi- 
nesses, where standards ha\e not had lime 
to be fixed, unfair dealing: is more likely 
to be found. Where the spirit can not 
rule, it nevertheless strives. So far as the 
acceptance of the Bible goes, Dr. C,>yle 
holds that the Old and New Testaments 
make one continuous history, because 
they are animated by the same spirit; the 
power of the spirit flows from itaslrom 
an infallible reservoir. The spirit mani- 
fested in Christ wili, lie says, "recreate 
humanity, will make friendship the su- 
preme law of human relationships, will 
cause men to regard such relationships as 
more enduring, for good or ill, than ttieir 
physical frames or the visible universe it- 
self, and will cause them to believe in, to 
worship, and to love a God v.'liose very 
nature is the nome of tbe supremest per- 
sonal relationships. In the light of such a 
thought of God, it will interpret tbe 
world, history and human nature; it will 
atsert a universal and beneficent Provi- 
dence, an incarnation of God in Jesus and 
in His spirit, a fall, but also a redemption, 
of man, and the gathering together of the 
whole redeemed hcusf '-.old of tlu- Eternal 
Father in bliss unthinkable." 


Throughout Dr. Coyle's \\ ork one must 


be impressed by his earnestness. 
He 


speaks because lie has a message to de- 
liver—a message helpful, hopeful and full 
of vital power. It is with renewed feeling 
of regret thai one remembers, in putting 
down this inspiring volume, that it is its 
author's last word to the world.

hers associated with them. 
An illustration of the influences at work 
this mutter of trying to stir up an inju- 
ous agitation in this community and the 
lirit that prompts it is shown in the ae- 
on of a newspaper in this city, which on 
nesday published a statement signed by 
iree printers, in which it was stated that 
, an interview on Sunday evening it was 
:mandiil by our superintendent that a 
itractioii of his expulsion from the union 
ihould lie made on or before Sunday 
ight." The fact w-s the printers were 
iven until Tuesday night to take action, 
nd me mwhile it was understood they 
ere to c Dine to work as usual Monday 
lorning. This difference between a Sun- 
ay and Tuesday decision was the vital 
oint of t lie matter as can be reaflily seen, 
fter the misstatement had been permit- 
id to do its evil work in stirring up strife in 
iis community for two decisive days,and 
ply aftiT a printer whom we consider an 
onorablp man had evidently demanded a 
orreetion, the paoer on Thursday placed 
lie fault upon a typographical error. This 
i one oi the careless or intentional mis- 
tatements that are being circulated. Bnt 
bey are nor worthy of attention. 
The only important news in the matter 
f interest to the public is that on Thurs- 
ay the district organizer and a committee 
ram tlu local union, after keeping away 
rom us until after we had demonstrated 
hat we i-ould issue our daily for four con- 
ecutive days and our weekly without 
heir as-iitance, came to us and asked for 
rbitrat m. There is nothing to arbitrate. 
The 01,ly question that we know of that 
ould possibly go before the union for ar- 
litratiou is whether Mr. Rescott is our 
uperintcndent or not. 
There may be 


ome sat ^faction for others to discuss this 
luestion among themselves. We think 
ve ought to know as well as anyone 
vhether he is our superintendent or not. 
iVe say ne is and we know of no reason 
ffhy wt need call upon any one outside of 
,his offi< e to decide it for us. 


We v», re tola by the district organizer 


,hatif t lie uecision of the matter he pro- 
posed to have arbitrated was against our 
>pinion, we would be compelled to dis- 
:hi,rge nil printers who were not union 
men fro n our employ and reinstate the 
men who were causing this trouble. We 
emphatically told him that no one who 
ivas standing loyally by us now would be 
aischartted to make room for others, 
wbDthtr union men or not. We meant it 
for that day and we mean it for so fong as 
we are able to have something to say 
about how our own business shall be run, 
and that, we believe, will be as long as we 
are in business. 


The men of this office have had and are 


having the best pay of any office we know 
in Berkshire county. There has not been 
the slightest complaint in this respect, 
and thu r representative coming to us from 
the locul union has .said that their treat- 
ment ni this respect has been all they 
could 'iave asked for. Their sole com- 
plaint vas that Mr. Kesuott would not 
join their local union, which he felt he 
ought not to do. 


The importance of not missing a single 


issue of a daily paper is well known among 
newspaper men. It is well known also 
among printers and the men who refused 
to COHM- to work Monday morning and 
outsidi rs who encouraged them knew that 
the blackest eye they could hope to give 
us was to prevent our issuing the paper. 
We ha\ e been <itl3 to issue the paper reg- 
ulaily up to date, and without the slight- 
est assistance from any paper or printing 
house in this city, though with most kind- 
ly exp> essions from neighbors more remov- 
ed whom we do not mention for fear that 
even tho cxpressionof ourgratitude would 
cause t licm annoyance.

Humphrey Antliony. 


The death of Humphrey Anthony of 


Adams, which was announced in this pa- 
per yesterday, removes a substantial citi- 
zen of his town and one well known all 
through northern Berkshire. 


Mr. Anthony was a native of Adams, 


in which town his life was passed. He 
was born Dec. 3,1818, and was therefore 
in his 7Sth yenr. 
His parents were Mr. 


and Mrs. Humphrey Anthony, who were 
numbered among the substantial Quaker 
families of which Adams formerly had a 
large number. On the 3d of October, 1833, 
Mr. Anthony married Miss Maria Eddy of 
Easton, N. Y. The couple had little with 
which to begin the battle oi life except 
strong hands, true hearts and abundant 
courage, 
yet 
these 
constitute 
no 


mean capital, and together they strove 
happily and successfully for many long 
years, rearing a prosperous family of sons 
and daughtera and winning for themselves 
a full measure of prosperity and an hon- 
orable position in the estimation of the 
community. 


Mr. Anthony was a farmer, and a very 


enterprising txnd successful farmer. 
He 


was a man of strong body, strong will and 
strong judgment, qualities which in the 
absence of exceptional hindrances com- 
mand sucess in any calling. 
He was a 


man of remarkable industry, persevei 
ance and 
endurance, and 
what 
he 


acheived 
was 
accomplished 
in 
the 


old-fashioned way 
by 
putting 
his 


shoulder to the wheel and keeping it 
thero. No man ever had a more indus- 
l clous career than did Humphrey An- 
thony. His application was intense and 
continuous,and long after the need of such 
application had ceased and the infirmity 
of yeais conld no longer be denied, he 
continued IJ'K- interest and activity in his 
btwinr-,* affairs, finding his greatest com 
fort and satisfaction in the full exercise 
of the faculties with which he had been 
endowed. 


Mr. Anthony always took a keen in- 


t"i"*t in the affairs of Ms town, and to 
their consideration he brought the same 
.judgment and spirit of earnestness that 
innrbed 
t!x' conduct of 
his 
own 


busim'•. 
ITo was a man of strong con- 


victions and p'uin speech, and his position 
on any quo: tion in which he intere3ted 
himself wa*. never a matter of doubt. He 
never t-ought positions of public trust, bjit 
hnd served bis town as tax collector and 
overseer of the poor. He was one of the 
bp»t known farmers in this part of Berk- 
shire and wos regarded by all as an excep- 
tionally sturdy, active and energetic man 
and a prominent and respected citizen. 


Aside iron) a severe accident which Mr 


Anthony experienced twenty-six years 
ago, from the effects of which he never 
entirely recovered, he enjoyed excellent 
health until about four years ago, when 
ho began to suffer 
from a trouble of the 


heart. 
His ailment was one of a serious 


character and would have deterred a man 
of less resolution from further business 
activity, but Mr. Anthony's unyielding 
nature asserted itself and without com 
plaint, and oven deprecating the anxiety 
of family r.nd friends, he went forward 
courageously in tbe discharge of his usual 
duties and responsibilities. As time wore 
on the disease progressed and early In the 
winter he was confined to his home.

Among others he made this strong 
statement and asked that it be placed on 
record. If the town votes no license and 
will giv« him three men to support the 
law with the same appropriation that was 
mode this year of $3000, he will furnish 
bonds for the same amount, and if there is 
n,ot less liquor sold a year from now than 
there is at the present time, the bonds 
will be forfeited and the amount refunded 
to the town. 


The presiding officer then read a clever 


poem on the liquor question by F. O. 
Say lea, the local veteran lawyer. A violin 
solo by Thomas Palmer was next on the 
program and the meeting adjourned till 
next Thursday evening.

American Sheep Driven to the Democratic 


Slaughter Dome. 


The excess of raw wool imported in 


1895 over tho average importations of 
the years 1891, 1892, 1803 and 1894 
was over 115,000,000 pounds. 


The increase in the importations of 


"manufactures of wool" in the first full 
year of tho present law ever the average 
of the years 1801, 1803, 1898 and 3894 
is nearly §28,000,000, equivalent to 
nearly 84,000,000 pounds of raw un- 
washed wool used in the construction of 
these goods. That is to say, the wool- 
grower has lost tho sale to American 
manufacturers of 84,000,000 pounds of 
wool heretofore sold to them by reason 
of the lots to tho home manufacturer of 
about §38,000,000 worth of woolen 
goods, requiring iu their production 
84,000,000 pounds of raw wool previ- 
ously manufactured hare, but now man- 
ufactured in Europe and exported to 
America, a quantity greater than the 
entire annual unwashed clip of tha 
states of California, Tesas, Montana 
and Oregon.

HAVES' THRILLING EXPERIENCE. 


A War Story Told by the Kx-PrMldent «t 


Grand Army Reunions. 


Here is a war story told by ei-Presldopt 


Rutherford B. Hnyes at Grand Army re- 
unions and taken down from his lips by n 
reporter of nn exchange: 


"I havo boon frequently asked," said 


General Hoyes, "to tell the most thrilling 
experience that o:ourred to mo during my 
four years iii the volunteer army. It was 
in 1684 that tho army of West Virginia 
tried to capture Lynch burg,/Va., but Gen- 
eral Lee rapidly sent a heavy force to driva 
us book, and It was thought best to fall 
back to the Konawha valley, where food 
and clothing could be had, and then go by 
the railways to Winchester again. Gener- 
al Jubal Early's army was pressing our 
forces at evorj point, and I was ordered by 
General George Crook, who commanded 
the divisions, to check the enemy until 
our wagon trains and artillery could get 
out of t ho way. 


"A gap was chosen In the mountains, 


two or three regiments were ordered to 
build n barricade across tho road in tho 
gap, ono rogliueut^was sent up tho moun- j 
tain ou the right and another on the left | 
of tho gap tv protect tho flunks; those ' 
regiments selected wero as accurate in flr- I 
ing as riflemen could be. It was dark by 
the time all tiiese preparations were made. 
General Crool; was careful to give his in- 
strnctiou that the point must be held un- 
til the artillery aud long wagon trains 
woru beyond tho roach of Early. Dark- 
ness, stillness nnd tho mountains envel- 
oped us. Finally an order came to march, 
to follow tho army. General Kusscll Hast- 
ings, my aid, was sout up to tho mountain 
0:1 ono side to direct the regiment to come 
down anil taLo the pike in the rear of the 
barricade and march rapidly alter the ar- 
tillery. 


"Another of my staff, Major William 


HoKiiiloy oi Ohio, was ordered to go up 
tho mountain on the other side and take 
the road in rear of tho breastworks. Tha 
duty was so perilous end of such great im- 
portance that the Instructions wore repeat- 
edly given with great oare 'not to oome 


i dowu tho mountain in front of the barri- 


cade, ' as iu [he darkness our men would 
fire into them. Colonel Devol, who com- 
manded tho men behind the breastworks, 


, fully understood tho situation. It seemed 


hours while wo wero waiting for tho two 
regiments to come down tho mountain, 


"I was walking from my horse to the 


lino of men iying down with guns resting 
across tho pike. AU at oiieo tho clear, 
ringing command of Colonel Dovol was 
hoard, •Boady, aim I' A thousand thoughts 
rnshcd upon luo. Our meu were coming 
down tho mountain, and iu tho darkness 
wore nmrchliis in front of tho barricade. 
I tried to cry out to Colouol Dovcl: 'They 


i areourmeu! Don't flrol' I rushed to- 


ward him and tho lino, ready to grab him 
and the men who wero ready to lire. Sly 
eoul vr<k< on (Ira. I was too choked to cry 
out: 'Our men! Our men! Don't tiro. 
Don't fire!' but I was too lato. Dovol 
gave the order 'Firel' and one vast volley 


1 of guns roared out in the darkness. 


Groans anil cries and cursos followed. 


"I jumped over tho Barrloado, shouting 


to our men, loading their guns: 'Those art* 
our men. Don't fire!1 But Colonel Devol 
aud his men tried to seize me, saying: 
'They are rebels, colonel I Do not go ovei 
the breastworks!' I hurried them off and 
seized tho first wounded or dead man, 
yelling, 'To what regiment do you be- 
long?1 No answer. I grabbed anothei 
by the nock, turned him over and shouted, 
•What regimentf 
The road was full oi 


them, and ilia man was wounded, but 
faintly answered, '—th Virginia, Karly'a 
army.' Our icen had come down the 
mountain under the guidance of Hastings 
and MoKinley and gone on after the army. 
''Early's army Imd left us and gono to 


ward Staumon, but the stragglers of hit 
army had tnkon the wrong road and fol- 
lowed us. Some of them wero killed aud 
wounded, but I learned afterward that H 
was a severe lesson—their men kept U[ 
with the column. It was valuable to uf 
in showing the danger of moving soldiert 
at night."

One Among the Most Radical Liquor Laws 


Ever Adopted by Any State—Mi- 


nority Issue a Statement of 


Protest to the People. 


Albany, March 13.—As predicted in 


these dispatches, although against the 
opinion of a number of people inter- 
ested in one way or another with tho 
matter, the Kuines liquor tax bill as 
received from the senate passed the as- 
sembly without any dangerous opposi- 
tion being mnnifestedntany time. That 
the governor will sign the measure there 
is no room foi- doubt, and New York 
state will have placed on its statute 
books one of the most radical liquor 
laws ever passed by any state legisla- 
ture, except possibly actual prohibi- 
tion. The assembly remained in ses- 
sion continuously from 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning until 7:10 o'clock last 
night, when the final vote was taken. 
The session, was exceedingly exciting 
throughout and the galleries were 
never so crowded as they were during 
the entire day by interested spectators. 


Members Who Voted No. 


The vote on final passage resulted 


64 nyes and 59 noes. Seventeen re- 
publicans voted with the democrats 
against the bill as follows: Adler, 
French, Laimbeer and Murphy of New 
York; liabcock of Chautauq-ua; Bias- 
dell, Braun, Hill, Peevers, C. Smith, 
Springweilor 
and 
Steiner of Erie; 


Brennan, Degraw, Forrester, Hughes 
and \Vagstaif of Kings. These mem- 
bers were absent: Ebbets, dem., of 
Kings; Goodman, dem., of New York; 
Gray, rep., of Dutcliess; Kempner, 
d>m..ofXew York; Malone, dem., of 
Kew York; G. W. Meyer, dem., of New 
York, and G. \V. Wilson, rep., of Brook- 
lyn. 
Those who voted in favor of Mr. 


Donnelly's ale and beer amendment 
were found to number forty upon a 
corrected count. 


Protest of the Minority, 


The minority members of the legis- 


lature claim that the Raines bill was 
passed in tho assembly in violation of 
the state constitution. The democratic 
members last night drew up a protest 
against what they termed "the inde- 
cent haste tind unconstitutional meth- 
od" used in the passage of the Raines 
bill, and Senator Cantor of New York 
holds that the bill was passed in viola- 
tion of the constitution. They assert 
that their rights, as a minority, have 
been "ruthlessly trampled upon, and 
the decorcm and procedure of the 
legislature of the state of New York 
flagrantly 
B bused. We appeal, irrespect- 


ive of class, creed, race or parly, to all 
people of tho state to resent at> the 
polls this affront to their rights and 
liberties." 


Statement of Senator Cantor. 


Senator C 'antor, the minority leader 


in the senate, gave out a statement in 
which he said the proceedings in the 
senate-were "a disgrace to the state, and 
the first time in the history of this 
state that a parliamentary law has 
been so rutlUessly trampled upon." 
Continuing, he said: "It is to be sin- 
cerely hoped that before the bill is 
acted upon by Gov. Morton he will not 
only give intelligent consideration to 
its provisions and do his duty to the 
people who are opposed to this meas- 
ure, but that he will take into con- 
sideration as well the defiance of rules 
and of the constitution and the lack of 
consideration which characterized its 
passage." 


ALBANY CAPITOL EMPLOYES. 
yo Action Looking to Reducing tho 


Force Vet Taken. 


Albany, March 13 —The Capitol com- 


mission met again yesterday afternoon 
with the expectation of making a re- 
duction in the force of 090 men now at 
work in the construction department; 
but nothing was done, it being the 
sense of the commissioners that while 
there were possibly 100 men too many 
employed, there should be a full board 
present, which there was not ypstcr- 
day, when a reduction was made so 
that all might agree to the list of those 
whose services should be disposed of. 
It has been shown that if all are not 
present to share the responsibility and 
stand by the action taken the dis- 
charged employes get back again on 
the work and the result is bad for the 
discipline oi the force. 


Confesses To Stealing SO,09O. 


Philacl'Ophia, March 13.—Joseph H. 


Taylor, the alleged embezzling cashier 
of the liiddle Hardware company of 
this city, was brougVt here last even- 
ing from Cincinnati by detectives. He 
disappcyred in December, after, it is 
said, aprropriating 810,000 of the firm's 
money, iind nothing was heard of him 
until his recent arrest in Cincinnati. 
Taylor, it is said, has confessed to tho 
theft of 30,000. 


ARMSFORTHEREBELS 


Big Cargo of War Supplies 
Safely Landed In Cuba. 


WAS SHIPPED FROM PHILADELPHIA 


Vhe Steamer Cleared for Jamaica ana

Philadelphia, March 13.—The vessel 


which is said to have left this port for 
Cuba a week ago to-day with arms and 
ammunition is reported to have landed

Engagements with the Insurgent*. 
(From a Staff Correspondent.) 


Havana, March 13.—Several encoun- 


ters between government troops and 
detached bands belonging to tho forces 
of Gomez, and Maceohave been report- 
ed around Los Palos, in the province 
of Matanzas, near the line of the prov- 
ince of Havana, and also near Bagaes, 
In the latter province. Gen. Gasco re- 
ports from Manzanillo that his com- 
mand has had an engagement with the 
rebel band led by Reyes. One insur- 
gent was captured. 
During a recoa- 


noissance the insurgents exploded an 
earth torpedo, wounding several sol- 
diers, lu an engagement 
between 


Arapile's battalion and Palacio's band 
near Managua, province of Havana, 
the rebels lost five wounded and three 
prisoners. 


Gunboat's Narrow Escape. 


The gunboat Lince narrowly es- 


caped capture by the insurgents at 
Juan Fernandez, near Sanoti Spiritus 
on March 2. Th« rebels blocked the 
river with chains made by twisting 
fence wire and preventing the gunboat 
from getting out of the river. The 
gunboat Satell ite went to her rescue, 
and acting in conjunction with a laud 
force succeeded in breaking the chains 
and saving the Linee, together with 
her convoy of several schooners laden 
with supplies. One hundred and ten 
prisoners arrived from Las Vilas yes- 
and were sent to Morro castle. 


American Sugar Hennery Burned. 


Captain General Weyler has ordered 


that all individuals captured from this 
date in the provinces of Havana and 
Pinar del Rio, who are supposed to 
belong to the insurgent forces, be set at 
liberty if they deny having joined the 
rebels voluntarily, and if they will 
promise, before two witnesses, fidelity 
to the cause of Spain, and do not ap- 
pear to be responsible for other crimes. 
They will, however, be subject to the 
surveillance of the authorities. A fi?e 
at Royla, opposite Havana, Tuesday 
night destroyed the sugar refinery of 
the American firm of Crabb, Triay & 
Co. Two warehouses and twelve small 
houses were also burned. The total 
loss is estimated at §230,000. The re- 
finery was insured for 8100,000.

3Toir Responded* 


The committee then considered the 


advisability of asking tho war veterans 
of tho north, irrespective 
of their 


affiliation with the Grand Army, to 
take part .a tho parade, but the result 
was not satisfactory, 
for although 


many favorable replies were received 
from individual* expressing approval 
of the project and their intention to 
tako port in the parade as individuals, 
there were so few responses from or- 
ganizations of veterans that it was ap- 
parent that the demonstration would 
not be of a sufficiently representative 
character, so the matter has been 
dropped. 


Confederates Aggrieved. 


Col. John J. Garnett, an ex-confeder- 


ate soldier, who was secretary of the 
committee, when spoken to to-day by a 
representative of the United Press 
about the abandonment of the project 
said: "I regret very much that the 
committee has been compelled to drop 
the matter. It was intended to be a 
fraternal and prtriotie demonstration 
which would have been of lasting bene- 
fit to this city and the country at large, 
but in the face of the violent opposi- 
tion expressed by the commander-in- 
chief of the Grand Army and his pro- 
hibition to the posts to take part in the 
parade, it could not be carried to a 
successful 
issue. 
The 
confederate 


veterans feel aggrieved by the attitude 
and words of the Commander-in-chief 
of Grand Army of the Republic, and 
under the circumstances, they would 
not come north to take part as a body 
hi a parade such as was projected." 


BIG BOSTON BLAZE. 


TUB Pope Bicycle Building Damaged to 


the Extent of tlZJS.OOO. 


Boston, March 13.—The handsome 


building on Columbus avenne occupied 
by the Pope Manufacturing company, 
bicycle manufacturers, was badl 
damaged by flre last night. The build- 
ing is of six aiories, of white- brick 
with terra cotta trimmings. The in- 
side of the building, from basement to 
roof, is almost entirely burned out anj 
it is estimated that the entire loss to 
both building and stock will be about 
8135,000. The fire started in the base- j 
ment of the building, presumably in ! 
the woodpile just back of the boiler. 
It spread like lightning and the whole 
basement was a mass of names in a 
few seconds. The automatic fire alarm 
gave the first warning of a fire to the 
fire department. This was followed 
by a second, third, fourth and then a 
general alarm, calling every piece of 
apparatus in the city. The building 
was 
supposed to be fire 
proof, 


but did little in resisting the flames. 
At one time the flames leaped away 
across Columbus avenue. When the 
flre broke out there were some fifty-five 
employes in the building and several 
had a rather hard time in getting out 
On the first, second and third floors 
were some 1,700 bicycles of various de- 
scription and the fourth floor contained 
about 5,OpO tires. All of these wheels 
and tires are completely destroyed and 
also some 175 second hand wheela. 
Besides these articles there were about 
20,000 pieces of machinery, all of which 
are totally destroyed, 


STEAMSHIP AILSA LIBELED. 


La Bonrgogne Company Flics a Counter 


Snlt for Damage*. 


New 
York, March 13.—Lawyers 


representing La Compagnie Generale 
Transatlantique, the owners of the 
steamship La Bourgogne, have filed a 
libel in the admiralty branch of the

damages against the British steamship 
Ailsa, which was sunk in tho harbor 
Feb. 29, and aUo asks for the arrest 
of W. J. Morris, captain of the Ailsa, 
for criminal carelessness. 
Had La 


Bourgogne foundered on its recent 
voyage, the lawyers say, the Ailr.a's 
captain and owners would have been 
sued for the full valns of the French 
liner aud its cargo. The libel charges 
that tho collision was due to the fact 
that the Ailsa was anchored in the 
channel in an improper and unsafe 
manner and in violation of laws. The 
Ailsa's owners libeled the French line 
company several days ago for 8300,000 
damages for the sinking of their steam- 
ship.

Report of the Recent Trouble at Saint

Saint Kitts, one of the British West In- 
dia islands, a complete account of tho 
recent disturbances. 
He says that elx 


weeks ago tho laborers of the sugar 
estates struck for higher wages and set 
fire to the canes on the estates whose 
proprietors refused to accede to their 
demands. Fortunately H. M. S. Corde- 
lia had just arrived and a force wa» 
landed. After a skirmish, in which 
"three of the black rioters were killed 
and several wounded," partial order 
was restored. The value of good* 
taken or destrayed by the mob is esti- 
mated at*5,000. Several attempts wero 
made to flre the town, but the marines 
extinguished the flames. The warship 
will remain for the present, as the 
blacks are making threats to burn tho 
town and murder the white people at 
the first opportunity. The island is 
now under martial law and all is ro- 
ported quiet at present.
